Bom in Rome in 1879, Jose Pinazo first studied art in 
I the studio of his father at Valencia.

ing in Paris and London. He has exhibited in the Interna- 
tional Exhibitions of Paris, London, Munich, Rome, Brussels, 
Brighton, Buenos Aires, Santiago de Chile, San Paulo 
(Brazil), Mexico, Stockholm, St. Petersburg, Panama, 
Madrid, Barcelona, Zaragoza, Valeneia, Bilbao. He has had 
individual exhibitions in Madrid, Barcelona, Bilbao and

\ Queen. 

He has been awarded with gold and silver medals in 
Madrid, Paris, Brussels, Panama, Barcelona and Zaragoza 
and decorated with the crosses of Isabella the Catholie and 
Alfonso XII.
